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Preface 


This edition of Books from Chapel Hillis a record of seventy-five years of publish- 
ing excellence. A valuable reference tool for scholars and librarians, it is an 
annotated listing of everything published by the University of North Carolina 
Press since its founding in 1922. 

There have been two other editions of Books from Chapel Hill, the first pub- 
lished on the occasion of the Press’s twenty-fifth anniversary and the second, on 
its fiftieth. We, who have worked on it, like to think that the present edition is by 
far the best; those who produce the fourth edition will undoubtedly be justified in 
making the same claim. 

Work on the third edition of Books from Chapel Hill has spanned ten years. In 
1987, as we began to update the earlier edition, we took advantage of the latest 
technology, storing information in a database, which we have continued to refine 
and update. Step by step, we gained technical sophistication and expertise, and, in 
turn, this comprehensive database is now central to the operations of the Press. 
Today, it provides the Press staff with online access to a wealth of information; 
eventually we may make the database more widely available via the World Wide 
Web. The book you are holding is the most tangible result of countless hours of 
staff work, but it is by no means the only one. 

Like its predecessors, this edition provides, in a comprehensive list arranged 
by author, brief descriptions and complete bibliographic information for the 
books—now numbering more than 3,o00—published by the Press. It also in- 
cludes.a full title listing, an expanded subject listing, lists of series and journals 
published by the Press, and a list of awards won by Press books since 1969. While 
much of the material in this volume is new, information on books published 
before 1972 is largely carried over from previous editions of Books from Chapel 
Hill, Consequently, some of the descriptions of early books now seem quite 
outdated or arcane. We did not go back and rewrite these, however, choosing— 
albeit pragmatically—to retain the contemporary language. 


The volume opens with essays written by three former directors of the Press. 
Together, William T. Couch, Lambert Davis, and Matthew Hodgson directed the 
University of North Carolina Press for sixty-four of its seventy-five years, influ- 
encing every aspect of its growth, direction, and publishing program. Theirs is a

remarkable record not merely of longevity but of achievement; their essays pro- 
vide a short history of the Press. 

William T. Couch, the second director of the Press, had been assistant director 
under Louis Round Wilson from 1925 to 1932. Hired at age twenty-three to take 
over the operations of the Press while Wilson was on a medical leave of absence, 
Couch directed its day-to-day activities during this period, making publishing 
decisions and occasionally finessing its governing board. 

Born in Prince Edward County, Virginia, Couch had moved to North Carolina. 
with his family as a teenager, entering the university soon thereafter. He was a 
student editor of Carolina Magazine and worked as an undergraduate to help 
support himself, dropping out on at least one occasion because of lack of funds. 

Soon after graduation, Couch—who rightfully could have claimed descent 
from the Virginia planter elite but whose politics and whose publishing record 
bore a decidedly progressive stance—became assistant director of the Press. For 
seven years as assistant director and thirteen as director, he put his indelible 
stamp on the Press’s list, articulating a responsibility to avoid publishing only 
“nice, inoffensive books, perfect examples of modern scholarship.” Under Couch, 
the Press put forth a remarkable list of books on the social, economic, and racial 
problems facing the South.! 

In his brief essay printed below, Couch’s ringing articulation of the purpose of 
the university press recalls his bold and innovative publishing program: “To 
escape stagnation,” he insisted, “institutions engaged in higher education must do 
more than conserve and transmit knowledge inherited from the past. They must 
do this, but they must also stimulate invention, creation, discovery. Scholarly 
publishing and higher learning are interdependent. It is impossible to have one 
without the other.” 

Couch left the UNC Press in 1945 to direct the University of Chicago Press. He 
was succeeded by Thomas J. Wilson, another UNC graduate and a former UNC 
professor of French literature, who had begun his publishing career at Henry 
Holt. Wilson directed the Press in 1946 and 1947 before leaving to become director 
of Harvard University Press. 

In 1948, when Lambert Davis became director, the Press was “the nearest thing 
the South had to a general interest book publishing company.” Born and edu- 
cated in Virginia, Davis brought to the Press his experience from the world of 
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New York publishing as well as his regional sensibilities. At the Virginia Quarterly 
Review and at Harcourt, Brace, he had worked with such authors as Robert Penn 
Warren, Eudora Welty, Katherine Anne Porter, and Randall Jarrell. 

In his essay, Davis writes about “the regional approach.” This distinctive blend 
of books, first crafted by Couch and later adopted by many other publishers both 
inside and outside the academy, has been a hallmark of the UNC Press almost 
since its founding. Whether in economics, sociology, history, demography, race 
relations, natural history, botany, folklore, literature, or any one of a number of 
other fields, regional publishing has been understood, by each of the Press’s 
directors, as both a responsibility and an opportunity. 

When Matthew Hodgson became director in 1970, as an article in the New York 
Times Book Review put it, the Press “had a distinguished history and a half- 
million dollar debt.”? It had long been understood that scholarly publishing is 
often deficit publishing, but it was Hodgson’s talent to build upon the tradition of 
outstanding publishing and to do so in a financially sound manner. 

Born and raised in Tennessee, Hodgson was a UNC graduate who had worked 
in publishing for twenty years, at Appleton-Century-Crofts, Houghton Mifflin, 
and the University of Kentucky Press, before returning to Chapel Hill as Press 
director. Like both Couch and Davis before him, Hodgson was elected president 
of the Association of American University Presses and served on the association’s 
Board of Directors. Hodgson also served for seven terms as chair of the AAUP 
Government and Foundations Committee. Hodgson’s role in helping to establish 
the National Historic Publications and Records Commission was a quiet but 
effective one, as was his success in securing support for scholarly books by the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, in building the Press’s own endowment 
from the gifts of individuals and foundations, and in securing subsidies for 
particular books. 

In his essay, Hodgson points to the shifting tenor of the times—the challenges 
and the opportunities—he witnessed and responded to. During his twenty-two 
years as director, Hodgson oversaw growth in the size and strength of the list, 
achieved financial stability, published titles that won virtually every major book 
award, and reestablished the Press’s important publishing relationship with the 
Institute of Early American History and Culture in Williamsburg. 


On the occasion of our seventy-fifth anniversary, it is appropriate to pay 
tribute to the constellation of people and ideas responsible for both the tradition 
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and the promise of the University of North Carolina Press—from directors and 
members of the staff over the years to authors and to readers, from the university 
and the academy to the people of the state, the region, and beyond. This is the 


constituency of the Press and the source of its strength. It is to you that Books from 
Chapel Hillis dedicated. ;

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That Learning Be Served 


The University of North Carolina Press was organized as a nonstock corporation 
on March 13, 1922, by ten members of the faculty and three members of the Board 
of Trustees of the University. The purposes of the corporation as stated in the 
charter are: 


To publish periodicals devoted to the advancement of learning and pro- 
duced at The University of North Carolina by or under the direction of the 
faculty of that University. 

To publish, so far as may be agreed between the corporation and the author- 
ities of The University of North Carolina, catalogues, bulletins, and other 
documents pertaining to that University or to any department thereof. 

To promote generally, by publishing deserving books, the advancement of 
the arts and sciences, and the development of literature. 


Under its charter the corporation was granted “full power and authority to 
purchase, lease and otherwise acquire, hold, mortgage, and convey, and otherwise 
dispose of all kinds of property,” in North Carolina and elsewhere, “and generally 
to perform all acts which may be deemed to be necessary for the proper and 
successful prosecution of the objects and purposes for which the corporation is 
created.” The affairs of the corporation were to be directed by a Board of Gover- 
nors, and the first Board consisted of the incorporators. New members could be 
added and vacancies filled by a majority vote of the members. 

The Press, as conceived by the founders, was. to be a publishing agency. It 
might, under its charter, own and operate a printing or book-manufacturing 
plant, but this was not considered of primary importance and was allowed to 
remain a mere possibility. 

The incorporators and first Board members were Alfred M. Scales, Zeb V. 
Walzer, Leslie Weil, from the trustees; Harry W. Chase, W. C. Coker, Louis Graves, 
Edwin Greenlaw, J. G. de Roulhac Hamilton, Lucius P. McGehee, Howard W. 
Odum, Chester D. Snell, Nathan W. Walker, Louis R. Wilson, from the faculty. 

The first meeting of the Board of Governors was held on June 12, 1922. The 
minutes report that “Louis Graves spoke briefly of the need which had-led to the 
establishment of the Press, and reported that the certificate of incorporation had 
been duly filed with, and accepted by, the Secretary of State of North Carolina.” 
Lucius P: McGehee served as chairman of the meeting and Louis Graves.as secre- 
tary. Several motions were passed, one that an official seal be procured, one “to 
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have a suitable imprint designed for the Press,” one for a committee to “draw up 
by-laws,” and one that the name of the corporation “be prominently displayed at 
the office of the corporation.” 

At this first meeting, one publishing project was mentioned: “The secretary 
reported that W. C. Coker was to publish this summer a volume upon a subject 
within his province of science. The Board voted to request Dr. Coker to publish 
his volume in the name of The University of North Carolina Press, and instructed 
the secretary to convey the Board’s thanks to him if he agreed to do this.” This was 
done, and The Saprolegniaceae, published in 1923, was the first volume to appear 
under the auspices of the new organization. 

This was by no means the first printed material issued from Chapel Hill. For 
many years individuals and groups in the University had been engaged in writing 
and publishing of one kind or another; and the University itself for many years 
had been issuing, and sponsoring the issuing of, printed materials. The Journal of 
the Elisha Mitchell Scientific Society had been founded in 1884, the James Sprunt 
Historical Monographs in 1900, Studies in Philology in 1906, The High School 
Journal in 1918, The Journal of Social Forces in 1922, and The North Carolina Law 
Reviewin 1922. By 1923 the University was issuing regularly five periodicals, as well 
as official publications, extension bulletins, the News Letter, and other materials. 
But there had been no local arrangements for publishing books. The new organi- 
zation was intended to coordinate the business management, increase the effi- 
ciency, minimize the cost, improve the typography and format of the materials 
already issued, and, in so far as its resources would permit, encourage additional 
research and creative work by providing facilities for publication. 

The resources of the newly established organization were extremely limited. 
The most important of all factors in the establishment of a publishing house, 
experience, was entirely lacking. Several of the members of the Board had done 
successful writing and editing, but none had had actual experience in a university 
press or a commercial publishing firm. The professional knowledge and skill 
necessary to start a press in the South probably did not exist, in Chapel Hill or 
anywhere else. Publishing of the kind that was to be developed had never before 
been conducted in the region. 

Starting and operating the Press had to be carried on by members of the 
faculty; otherwise the job could not be done at all. The Board solved this problem 
at its second meeting by electing Louis R. Wilson director of the Press. The 
election of a business manager was deferred, and for several years the whole 
responsibility of management rested on Mr. Wilson. The funds he expected to 
have at his disposal are revealed in the minutes of the third meeting when he 
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indicated that, in addition to the $6,000 being spent annually on periodicals, he 
was asking for a budget of $3,750 for the next year, to be allocated as follows: 


For Monograph Series. $2,000 

For Advertising 500 

For a Revolving Fund to Finance Publications of Books That Would Pay for 
Themselves Eventually 250 

For Office Expense 500 

For the Director 500 
Total $3,750 


When he wrote his first annual report ending with the period October 31, 1923, 
the director was able to say that one cloth-bound and one paper-bound book had 
been published, three were in process, and several others would be out by June 30, 
1924. At the end of the second year a total of ten and at the end of the third a total 
of eighteen books had been published. 

Probably the most important influence on the Press in the first decade was the 
founding of the Institute for Research in Social Science, under the directorship of 
Howard W. Odum, and the securing of financial support for the Institute and the 
Press from the-Laura Spelman Rockefeller Memorial. During the period 1927-30, 
while the Press was receiving $50,000 from the Memorial, the University in- 
creased its appropriation for book-publishing from around $3,750 to $12,500 per 
annum. 

Then in 1930, just after a new president, Frank P. Graham, took office at the 
University, the depression of that period made curtailment necessary. In the 
University budget for 1930 the funds for periodicals were cut from $6,500 to 
$5,000. The funds for books were cut to zero, and appropriations for this purpose 
were not resumed until four years later. The Memorial grant expired in 1930, and 
for two more years the Press received financial assistance from the Rockefeller 
Foundation. After that, it had only its receipts from the sale of books on which to 
operate. The prospects were not good. The Press had published 120 books, of 
which a total of some 70,000 copies had been sold. Sales had amounted to $28,000 
in 1930-31 and then, ominously, had dropped to $17,000 in 1931-32. There was no 
unpledged money available for any purpose. There were no manuscripts in hand 
that could be expected to pay for themselves. Two full-time members of the staff 
had to be dropped, and salaries and wages, already very low, had to be cut in order 
to keep within current receipts from sales. It was only because printers were 
anxious for work and were willing to extend credit on almost any terms that the 
Press was able to continue. 
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Louis R. Wilson resigned in 1932 as librarian of the University and director of 
the Press to become dean of the Graduate Library School at the University of 
Chicago. W. T. Couch, who had served as assistant director since 1925, was made 
director. Among the first things the new director felt it necessary to do was to 
consult President Graham on the question of whether the Press should be con- 
tinued. The president urged continuance and pledged his full backing. 

The next ten years were in many ways a repetition of the first ten. In the fourth 
year of the first decade, substantial aid from outside sources had been secured. In 
the fourth year of the second, outside aid was again secured—this time from The 
Rosenwald Fund and the Carnegie Corporation. The nature of the manuscripts 
received in the two periods was much the same. The chief difference between the 
first decade and the second was that a background of experience was available, the 
management was slowly learning, and what management learned it was also 
slowly putting into effect. In this period the Press was reaping the rewards of 
experience gained in the earlier years. 

During the second decade the relationship between the Press and its authors 
underwent an important change. In the beginning it was not considered appro- 
priate for the staff to participate in criticizing and judging manuscripts, par- 
ticularly if the author happened to be a member of the faculty of the University. 
The function of the staff was conceived to be that of overseeing the manufactur- 
ing, the designing, the advertising and selling of whatever the Board approved. 
This mode of operation was not changed by any deliberate action. Exhaustion of 
funds brought about the change. When there was no longer any money to spend, 
authors whose manuscripts were not acceptable and who would not take sugges- 
tions for revision were told that the Press could not invest anything in their works. 
Fortunately, several authors came along in this period who were willing to follow 
the advice of the Press staff. Some manuscripts were entirely rewritten by the 
authors on the basis of detailed criticisms, some were rewritten by the director 
and members of the staff. Most of these books were financial as well as critical 
successes. In a few years, the relationship between work done and money spent, 
between outgo and income, had improved so much that for the first time the 
maintenance of an active publishing agency in Chapel Hill appeared possible. 

In 1941 and 1943 the University increased its appropriations, and the General 
Education Board in 1943 made a liberal grant over a period of five years. By that 
time the Press had sufficient skill and experience to use additional funds to good 
advantage. 

The most important questions about The University of North Carolina Press 
have nothing to do with its origins or its past. Whatever the past has been, if the 
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real purposes of the Press and the reasons for its existence are not fully under- 
stood, its work in the future can never be as fruitful as possible. 

Why should there be a university press in Chapel Hill? Why attempt to publish 
learned journals and books here? Why not leave this job to the well-established 
and better-financed centers of publishing? Why stretch further this area’s limited 
resources when they already seem stretched beyond the breaking point? 

Part of the answer to these questions is that original thinking, writing, and 
publishing are as necessary to the development of a society as air, water, and food 
to the life of an individual. Every people must do its own learning or accept the 
consequences of allowing others to take care of this task. Whenever a people 
chooses the easy way—allows all of the most important leadership to be devel- 
oped and exercised elsewhere—the consequences for that people are poverty and 
subservience. 

In failing to provide adequate means of publication, the South has overlooked 
agencies necessary to the best development of this region. To serve their functions 
fully and completely, to escape stagnation, institutions engaged in higher educa- 
tion must do more than conserve and transmit knowledge inherited from the past. 
They must do this, but they must also stimulate invention, creation, discovery. 

Scholarly publishing and higher learning are interdependent. It is impossible 
to have one without the other. 

In order for people to work at thinking and writing, they must know that if 
what they do is worth publishing, it will be published. They must have easy access 
to a publisher; the publisher must be capable of giving sound advice and criticism 
and must be strong enough financially to handle good material regardless of 
whether it can be made to pay for itself. 

During the first three years of the third decade of its existence, The University 
of North Carolina Press seemed at last to be achieving the outlines of a sound 
business structure, and management felt itself more nearly able to cope with 
whatever publishing problems might arise. But while a long distance had been 
traveled, while more books were being sold in ten months than the total in the 
first ten years, the Press still had a long distance to go before it would be able to 
begin some of the functions it ought to be performing. The Press had helped a 
number of people achieve successful authorship, it had saved more than a few 
valuable works from oblivion, it had created an opportunity that had not existed 
previously, it had learned how to make books that children and adults of various 
levels of learning could read and use; but it had not secured the support necessary 
to put what it knew to work, it had made very few of the books it knew how to 
make, it was not handling these as effectively as possible, it was unable to encour- 
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age long-time research by assuring publication when the work was completed, it 
had not touched the problem of more and better bookstores in the South, it had 
had little perceptible effect in increasing the book-buying and reading public. 

But whatever its. weaknesses and failures, it had started at a task that somehow 
had to be done if the South was to realize its possibilities.

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The Regional Approach 


Every educated North Carolinian knows that The University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill is the oldest state university in the United States. Very few realize that 
The University of North Carolina Press is one of the oldest American university 
presses sponsored by a state university. University presses in this country date 
back to the Cornell University Press, founded in 1869, and The Johns Hopkins 
University Press, founded in 1878. For the next five decades nearly all of the 
university presses in this country were established at the great private. universities 
such as Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Columbia, and Chicago. When The University 
of North Carolina Press was established in 1922, there appear to have been only 
three other state university presses in existence, at the universities of Ilinois, 
Washington, and California; and of these only the University of California Press 
had advanced beyond the stage of issuing an occasional imprint. 

North Carolinians can be proud that their University Press was a pioneer 
among state university presses. It was indeed the creation of one of that pioneer 
group of educators who, in the 1920s, transformed The University of North 
Carolina from a college with a few attached professional schools into a true 
university. Dr. Louis R. Wilson was the founder and first director of the Press, and 
among the members of the original Board of Governors were such educational 
giants of that day as W. C. Coker, Howard W. Odum, and Edwin Greenlaw. Dr. 
Wilson knew that the advancement of knowledge involved a responsibility for the 
publication of the results of research. Hence, the original charter of the Press, 
after listing several specific purposes, stated that the overall aim of the Press was 
“to promote generally, by publishing deserving works, the advancement of the 
arts and sciences and the development of literature.” 

When The University of North Carolina Press was established, the general 
pattern of university press publishing had been set by the private university 
presses that dominated the scene. They published in the interest of the scholarly 
community as a whole, without any geographical emphasis whatever; and the 
general development of university presses in this country—both the presses of 
private universities and the presses of most publicly owned universities—has 
followed this pattern. It is a pattern shaped by the cultural needs of the nation. 
The advancement of knowledge requires communication between scholars in the 
form of books and journals; commercial publishers cannot assume all of the 
responsibility for such publications; and the universities, through their presses, 
have undertaken to assume some of the responsibility by setting up and support- 
ing instruments for nonprofit publication. 
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Any university press has its first publishing obligation to the members of the 
faculty of the sponsoring institution. It owes that faculty most of all a high 
standard of excellence in its publications, which can be achieved only by indepen- 
dent appraisal of all work submitted for publication regardless of its provenance. 
This freedom of publication on the part ofa scholarly press is the opposite side of 
the coin of freedom to the scholar to select his own publisher. The faculty sup- 
ports the press not only with works for publication but with sound judgment on 
manuscripts submitted from outside and suggestions of work being done in the 
field that the press should try to get, or of works that need to be written. Thus 
a university press, like a university library, will in the long run represent the 
strengths and weaknesses of a faculty. 

General scholarly publishing by The University of North Carolina Press has 
followed this course. About one-third of its book publications are by members of 
the faculty of the University and other North Carolina colleges and universities. 
The University’s interest in the traditional disciplines is represented by Press 
publication of journals and monograph series in Romance languages and litera- 
tures, Germanic languages and literatures, comparative literature, history and 
political science, economics and business administration, probability and statis- 
tics, philology, sociology, the natural sciences, and education. Of individually 
published books, the majority have fallen in the fields of English and American 
literature, history, sociology, and political science. 

In American and English literature, the Press has had a number of notable 
publications. Among them are Richard S. Kennedy’s critical study of Thomas 
Wolfe, The Window of Memory, and more recently his edition, with Paschal 
Reeves, of The Notebooks of Thomas Wolfe. Of similar importance have been Ray 
Lewis White’s The Achievement of Sherwood Anderson and his critical edition of 
Sherwood Anderson’s Memoirs. Two other important recent literary studies by 
University scholars have been Weldon Thornton’s Allusions in Ulysses, and J. O. 
Bailey’s The Poetry of Thomas Hardy. 

Equally outstanding have been some recent publications of the Press in the 
field of history. They have included two winners of the Bancroft Award, Win- 
throp D. Jordan’s White Over Black: American Attitudes Toward the Negro, 1550— 
1812, and Gordon S. Wood’s The Creation of the American Republic, both titles 
published by the Press for The Institute of Early American History and Culture. 
Among the important documentary publications was Robert Rutland’s three- 
volume edition of The Papers of George Mason, sponsored by The National So- 
ciety of the Colonial Dames of America, The Board of Regents of Gunston Hall, 
and The Institute of Early American History and Culture. 
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Although most of the Press’s publications have been in the areas indicated, 
there have been promising developments in other fields. For example, the Press 
projects a growing list of books in the field of music selected under the guidance 
of one of the nation’s leading musicologists on the University faculty, William S. 
Newman, the publication of whose monumental three-volume history of the 
sonata has recently been completed by the Press. And the University medical 
school’s world leadership in research in blood pathology has resulted in the 
publication over the past dozen years of four international symposia on hemo- 
philia and related diseases. Another natural science symposium, Nematology:, 
Fundamentals and Recent Advances with Emphasis on Plant Parasitic and Soil 
Forms, edited by J. N. Sasser and W. R. Jenkins, was the outgrowth of research in 
this important area of plant pathology at North Carolina State University at 
Raleigh. 

While the Press has devoted its major effort to publication for the scholarly 
community at large, it has from its earliest days shown a special interest in the 
state and the region in which it is located, so that today a higher percentage of its 
total number of titles published has been devoted to its specific locale than is 
probably the case with any other university press in the United States. The Press 
has indeed set a pattern for regional publishing that has been followed by many 
other university presses. How did this development of the Press come about? 
What is the record? And what does it signify? 

The regionalism of the Press’s publishing program is, of course, partly a prod- 
uct of regionalism itself. We all know that the South is much more than a geo- 
graphical expression. It is a history, a racial composition, a set of religious beliefs, 
social ideals, and political prejudices. It would be difficult for any cultural instru- 
ment such as a university press to escape from the kind of self-scrutiny that goes 
with the region. 

This conscious analysis of the region took its special form in its publications 
because, almost simultaneously with the organization of the Press, the University 
established the Institute for Research in Social Science, under the leadership and 
inspiration of the late Howard W. Odum. He brought the disciplines of the social 
sciences to the analysis of regionalism, which resulted in a spate of studies of the 
South produced by scholars under Odum’s influence. His energy and ability to 
charm the birds out of the trees brought foundation money to the institute, and 
to the Press as the publishing arm of the University. In fact, it became the con- 
scious effort of several of the national foundations to assist in setting up in the 
South a strong university press with a special concern for the contemporary 
problems of the region. Among the important results, during the 1930s, were such 
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volumes as Odum’s own Southern Regions of the United States; Culture in the 
South, edited by thé director of the Press, William T. Couch; and What the Negro 
Wants, edited by Rayford W. Logan. 

This last title, originally published in 1944 and still available in a reprint edi- 
tion, was a prophetic symposium by leading Negro intellectuals in which were 
voiced many of the racial aims that were not to come close to realization until the 
1960s. Its publication by the Press emphasizes the fact that, beginning in 1925, 
long before the country as a whole recognized race as a national problem and 
black studies issued in vast numbers from commercial publishers everywhere, 
"The University of North Carolina Press was issuing many such studies as an 
important part of its regional publishing program. 

The regional emphasis of the Press’s publishing program carried over into the 
natural sciences in such works as Flowers of the South, by Wilhelmina Greene and 
Hugo Blomquist, and Trees of the Southeastern States, by W. C. Coker and H. R. 
Totten. In 1953 the Press took over publication of John Kunkel Small’s classic 
taxonomic study of the region, Manual of the Southeastern Flora, in preparation 
for a major research effort to supply the region with an up-to-date flora. Manual 
of the Vascular Flora of the Carolinas, by Albert E. Radford, Harry E. Ahles, and 
C. Ritchie Bell, all members of the botany department of the University, pub- 
lished in 1968, was the first publishing step in the operation, with publication of 
the complete flora projected for the late 1970s. 

Regional publishing has continued as a very conscious part of the publishing 
program of the Press, numbering in recent years dozens of studies of the region’s 
economy, sociology,.and demography. Not to be overlooked are two Press books 
about the region that, while not products of academic scholarship, are neverthe- 
less important contributions to an understanding of the region—and very suc- 
cessful publications as well. One of them is Stella Gentry Sharpe’s Tobe, a juvenile 
picture book first published in 1937 that as recently as 1963 was characterized in 
the Saturday Review as “the only complete and attractive picture of a rural Negro 
family.” The other is Marion Brown’s The Southern Cook Book, which in its 
original and revised hardback editions and subsequent paperback editions has 
sold hundreds of thousands of copies. 

The Press’s regional interest has taken an even sharper focus in the books that 
it has published about North Carolina. This kind of localism was not in the 
pattern of university press publishing as it existed when The University of North 
Carolina Press was founded. Since the Press was a pioneer among state university 
presses, there were no examples to follow. The University of North Carolina Press 
had to determine for itself whether its sponsorship by the state involved any 
obligation to publish books for the state. 
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Over the years a policy did develop. Whether it was an unconscious response 
to something in the nature of the state and its people or a conscious policy of 
those who directed the Press is difficult to determine. Probably it was a combina- 
tion of the two. Certainly North Carolinians have an abiding thirst for more 
knowledge of their country and its ways. It is not an interest in the minutiae of 
genealogy or a complacent basking in former grandeur, but a desire for guidance 
by the lamp of experience. North Carolina’s localism is a creative and forward- 
looking thing. It has been a driving force rather than a brake on the publishing 
development of the Press. 

Other factors have played a part in the development of the Press’s North 
Carolina program. When the Press was founded, it incorporated within its struc- 
ture a fine monographic series, The James Sprunt Studies in History and Political 
Science, dating back to 1900 and consisting primarily of studies in North Carolina 
history and politics. Under the splendid editorial direction of such scholars as 
W. W. Pierson and Fletcher Green, this series of scholarly studies undoubtedly 
provided both example and impetus for further scholarly research and publica- 
tion dealing with North Carolina. 

Another factor was the crying need for more North Carolina material for 
primary and secondary education in the state. The commercial publishers were 
not then supplying even all of the basic texts needed, much less the supplemen- 
tary books without which the texts were but bare bones. The Press was thus 
presented with both a responsibility and an opportunity. By the 1930s it had 
developed the editorial skills required to create books for specific needs, choosing 
the authors to write them, and seeing them through from the initial idea to the 
book in use. 

Thus it was in response to the North Carolina spirit, to the example of what 
had been done, and to the needs of the state’s educational system that the Press 
developed a policy with respect to the publication of books about the state. Before 
discussing that policy and its future possibilities, however, some of the highlights 
of the North Carolina program of the Press should be mentioned. 

It began slowly. In the first nine years of the existence of the Press, out of 104 
titles published, only six dealt with North Carolina exclusively. After 1931, the year 
in which Dr. M. C. S. Noble’s A History of the Public Schools of North Carolina won 
the first prestigious Mayflower Award to. be presented by the North Carolina 
Literary and Historical Society, the number increased rapidly. In the three follow- 
ing years, six more North Carolina books were published, including a pioneering 
work in botanical ecology, B. W. Wells’s The Natural Gardens of North Carolina, 
the first edition of Hugh T. Lefler’s North Carolina History Told by Contemporaries 
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(still available in a fourth revised and enlarged edition), and the first of three 
books designed for the schools of the state: A. M. Arnett’s The Story of North 
Carolina, Nellie Rowe’s Discovering North Carolina, and the first volume of Annie 
Cameron’s Find Out Book, a nature.reader for children. that did not need to tell 
them that the cardinals migrated to North Carolina in the winter because it was 
written for North Carolina. 

In 1937 The Lost Colony had its first performance on Roanoke Island, and the 
Press issued the first of four editions of that pioneer outdoor drama. In the same 
year appeared Guion Johnson’s monumental Ante-Bellum North Carolina. In 
1939, among seven North Carolina titles, was the first volume of the five-volume 
autobiography of Josephus Daniels, Tar Heel Editor; Bernice Kelly Harris’s Purs- 
lane (another Mayflower Award winner); The North Carolina Guide in the Ameri- 
can Guide Series; N. C. Newbold’s Five North Carolina Negro Educators; and Old 
Homes and Gardens of North Carolina, with photographs by Bayard Wootten and 
text by Archibald Henderson, a volume published with the sponsorship of the 
Garden Clubs of North Carolina. 

By the 1940s North Carolina books had become a well-established part of the 
publishing program of the Press. The largest undertaking of that decade was the 
seventeen-volume series of The University of North Carolina Sesquicentennial 
Publications. One volume of that series, Archibald Henderson’s The Campus of the 
First State University, has a continuing interest as the best available account of the 
development of the Chapel Hill campus. Other notable books of the period were 
The Early Architecture of North Carolina, published with the collaboration of the 
North Carolina Society of the Colonial Dames of America, which contains the 
magnificent pictures of Frances Benjamin Johnston; Aubrey Lee Brooks’s Walter 
Clark: Fighting Judge, followed by The Papers of Walter Clark, edited by Brooks 
and Lefler; two Mayflower Award winners, Adelaide Fries’s The Road to Salem and 
Phillips Russell’s The. Woman Who Rang the Bell; and a textbook for North 
Carolina schools, North Carolina Today by S. H. Hobbs and Marjorie Bond. In the 
1940s the first of Richard Walser’s anthologies of North Carolina material, North 
Carolina in the Short Story, appeared under the imprint of the Press. With the 
1968 publication of North Carolina Parade: Stories of History and People, coau- 
thored with Julia Montgomery Street, Richard Walser has published six books 
with the Press. No one has done as much as this North Carolina scholar to 
preserve and promote the literary heritage of the state. 

It is fair to say that the publication of North Carolina books by the Press in 
the 1950s was dominated by North-Carolina: The History of a Southern State by 
Hugh T. Lefler and A. R. Newsome, universally praised as a model of state history, 
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recipient of the Mayflower Award and the award of the Association for State and 
Local History. There were also a number of interesting pairs of books on the state: 
John Harden’s two books on North Carolina mystery and ghost stories; David 
Stick’s two volumes on the Outer Banks; two excellent bibliographies of North 
Carolina documents by Mary L. Thornton; and John G. Barrett’s two outstand- 
ing studies of the Civil War in North Carolina. Norman Eliason’s Tarheel Talk 
brought expert linguistic analysis to the study of how Tar Heels of the past 
actually talked; LeGette Blythe did a biography of one of the state’s mercantile 
pioneers, William Henry Belk; and S. H. Hobbs provided a broad picture of the 
state in North Carolina: An Economic and Social Profile. 

In the 1960s one publication of the Press towered over the rest in the field of 
North Carolina history: The American Drawings of John White, published in 1964, 
the product of ten years of work by British and American scholars and ten years of 
collaboration between the British Museum and the Press. In the latter part of 
the decade, the Press published three very important North Carolina reference 
books: Atlas of North Carolina edited by Richard E. Lonsdale, with contributions 
from scholars from several branches of the University; a guide in full color to the 
wild flowers of the state, Wild Flowers of North Carolina, based on the remarkable 
collection of photographs taken over a number of years by Dr. William S. Justice 
of Asheville, with a text by C. Ritchie Bell of the University’s botany department; 
and The North Carolina Gazetteer, representing ten years of work by William S. 
Powell, librarian of the North Carolina Collection of the University library— 
probably the most complete gazetteer for any state in the union. Thus far in the 
1970s the Press has made several noteworthy additions to its list of books on 
North Carolina subjects. Home To My Valley, master storyteller Paul Green’s 
vintage collection of tales and reminiscences from his native Cape Fear Valley, has 
already joined the list of classic North Caroliniana. Joseph L. Morrison’s long- 
awaited biography of O. Max Gardner, a depression governor of the state and 
later a national political power in Washington, was greeted enthusiastically by 
newspapers, historians, and political buffs. Early in the decade, the Press opened 
the state’s Revolutionary bicentennial observance by publishing, under the spon- 
sorship of the North Carolina Society of the Cincinnati, Hugh Rankin’s The North 
Carolina Continentals, a vivid account of the military role of the Tar Heels in 
America’s fight for independence. Other North Carolina books published during 
this period have been My Beloved Zebulon (a charming collection of the prenup- 
tial love letters of Zebulon Vance, one of the state’s towering political figures, and 
his first wife-to-be) and Gift from the Hills, a reprint of the inspiring story of Lucy 
Morgan's development of the state’s famed Penland School of Handicrafts. In 
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celebration of its fiftieth anniversary in 1972, the Press has published The First 
State University: A Pictorial History of the University of North Carolina. William S. 
Powell wrote the text and collected the photographs for this handsome pictorial 
survey of the history of the University’s Chapel Hill campus. Also just published is 
the Metrolina Atlas, an unprecedented atlas covering the twelve-county urbaniz- 
ing region of which Charlotte is the center. This unique study of one of the fastest 
growing regions in America is a project of the Institute for Urban Studies and 
Community Service at The University of North Carolina at Charlotte. Publica- 
tion of this volume is particularly timely because the 1970 census data has been 
used to analyze the character, problems, and dynamic trends of an emerging 
urbanizing region, a recent American phenomenon that is increasingly altering 
the social, political, and economic life of both North Carolina and the nation. 

What does it add up to? If we include the titles in the Sprunt series that were 
published before the Press was founded but which the Press took over, in its fifty 
years of life the Press has published close to two hundred and fifty books dealing 
with the history, or the economic, social, or cultural life of the state. It is doubtful 
that any other state university press has published as large a group of similar titles. 
There is no evidence that this development of the overall program of the Press 
was in the beginning a deliberate policy. Rather it was a response to the North 
Carolina spirit, to examples set for the Press, to the needs of the state in the world 
of book publication. As the North Carolina library of the Press grew, the very 
accumulation of titles created a policy—a situation in which the Press not only 
accepted gladly the good North Carolina studies that came its way but began to 
investigate and to plan ahead in this field. \ 

The rationale that has developed is that the Press of the state’s University owes 
the state a program of its own, over and above the basic program of publication 
for the national and international community of scholars. First, it owes the state 
the benefit of sound scholarly studies of all the facets of the state’s history and 
current life. Wherever book publication and distribution of such studies would 
serve a useful end, the Press should be able to accomplish it. Second, the Press 
should be ever alert to the needs of the state’s educational system that are not 
being taken care of by commercial textbook publishers and be ready to attempt to 
fill the gap. The commercial publishers today are doing a quite adequate job on 
the supplying of basic texts, but a large number of supplementary books are 
needed, and the need will grow greater as public education is enriched in the years 
to come. The atlases, the guides, the gazetteer mentioned earlier are examples of 
such works. Third, the Press should think of all kinds of books that perhaps fall in 
neither of the categories described but nevertheless add to the pleasures of living 
in North Carolina. 
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At first the Press accepted the good North Carolina books that came its way. 
Then it began to plan individual books for special purposes. The next step will be 
to the stage in which the Press can plan an entire program of North Carolina 
books. Such a step will require a special endowment that would permit the Press to 
commission books, as well as to subsidize outright the publication of books that 
could not be expected to recover costs through sales. Under such a program there 
might well be a special imprint, within the Press’s overall imprint, for a North 
Carolina Library. The past record of the Press in the publication of books about 
the state provides grounds for belief that such a library could make a major contri- 
bution to the cultural fulfillment of many generations of North Carolinians. 

Regional studies will continue to be a considerable part of the Press’s program. 
While there are powerful forces, such as television, working to break down re- 
gional differences, and while many of the South’s problems are recognized as 
national, the region retains the distinctiveness that makes the regional approach a 
valid one. Though the focus of the regional approach may shift from one disci- 
pline to another, the University seems destined to continue in its leadership in 
such studies, and the Press will follow its leadership. And the Press will continue 
to serve the state directly in the publication of useful and pleasurable books about 
North Carolina as its contribution to the cultural enrichment of the entire state.

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New Challenges, New Opportunities 


In 1972, the University of North Carolina Press celebrated its fiftieth anniversary 
with a banquet. Alfred A. Knopf, the most distinguished American book pub- 
lisher of the twentieth century, and Howard Mumford Jones, Lowell Professor of 
Humanities at Harvard University, were the guest speakers. 

Both men were already familiar with the Press and its accomplishments: years 
before, North Carolina had published the first of Jones’s influential books, while 
Knopf, visiting friends in the state in 1946, had told a reporter from the Durham 
Morning Herald that “the UNC Press was so good the chamber of commerce 
should pay its bills.” 

The anniversary banquet rekindled the interest of both men in the Press. 
Knopf, then in his eightieth year, adopted the happy practice of telephoning 
Chapel Hill almost weekly to congratulate the Press on a favorable review of one 
of its books or to offer sage advice on some publishing matter. Professor Jones’s 
interest in the Press’s well-being was manifested in a series of thoughtful letters 
about what the Press had done and could do for the scholarly community of 
which he had long been an eminent member. 

It is particularly significant that both Knopf, the publisher and friend of 
Thomas Mann, John Galsworthy, and André Gide, and Jones, a luminary in the 
faculty of the oldest and most prestigious of America’s universities, urged the 
Press not to forget. its long commitment to the publication of valuable books 
about its state and region—a record that earlier had set North Carolina apart 
from other university presses but that established a precedent many of the latter 
would soon follow. 

Like its parent university, the Press sought to serve the interests of both the 
broader scholarly community and the citizens of North Carolina—the people 
who gave it sustenance and in whose midst it did its work. The staff and the 
Governors of the Press determined to continue this tradition as the Press entered 
its second half-century. In furtherance of this goal, the Press had to overcome 
certain obstacles. Some of them—such as the need for tighter financial controls— 
were susceptible to internal resolution; others, like the sharply contracting mar- 
ket for scholarly books occasioned by the withdrawal of federal support of re- 
search libraries, were less tractable and hit all university presses equally hard. 

The decision was made that, in order to maintain a viable enterprise, funding 
for the Press had to come from ‘three sources: sales of Press books, a measured 
increase. of institutional support, and growth of the Press’s endowment. The 
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demise of nearly a dozen university presses during the 1970s suggested strongly 
that sales from a list composed essentially of scholarly books alone could not 
sustain an otherwise well-conducted academic publisher. Further, institutional 
funding must always constitute no more than a small percentage of a press’s 
operating budget. Thus, the management of the UNC Press decided—correctly, as 
it proved—to attempt to find publishing subsidies and endowment funds from 
the private sector. 

By 1973, the Press had begun to raise funds to defray partially the costs of pub- 
lishing specialized works—books essential to scholars and research libraries but 
with marginal appeal to the larger, public market. Substantial grants from the late 
Fred W. Morrison and Thornton H. Books, the Hanes Foundation, the An- 
drew W. Mellon Foundation, and the National Endowment for the Humanities 
helped greatly to enable the Press to meet this challenge, as did later gifts from 
Professor H. Eugene Lehman and the William Rand Kenan, Jr. Charitable Trust. 

The editorial staff of the Press became increasingly active and successful in 
recruiting important manuscripts. As a result, UNC Press titles books won (often 
more than once) every prize awarded by the American Historical Association, the 
Organization of American Historians, and the Southern Historical Association. 
In addition, the Press was invited to join the presses of Harvard, Yale, and Colum- 
bia as one of the four scholarly publishing members of the prestigious Society of 
American Historians, an arrangement that is (with the addition of other presses) 
still intact. 

The Press’s previous. association with the Institute of Early American History 
and Culture was resumed in 1971. New books emanating from this collegial ar- 
rangement won the Francis Parkman Prize, three Bancroft Prizes, and the Pulitzer 
Prize in History. The publication of The Papers of John Marshall was launched 
in 1974 under the distinguished auspices of the chief justice of the United States 
at a reception—the first of its kind—held at the Supreme Court Building in 
Washington and attended by a large delegation of prominent North Carolinians 
headed by Governor James Holshouser. 

A year later, the Press undertook, in conjunction with the Rhode Island His- 
torical Society, the publication of the papers of Revolutionary War general Na- 
thanael Greene. Washington’s most trusted lieutenant, Greene was commander of 
the southern army and led the American troops at the critical Battle of Guilford 
Courthouse in North Carolina. 

At the same time, the Press’s publications continued to emphasize its historic 
commitment to North Carolina and the South. Easily the most visible and popu- 
lar of these regional volumes was the Encyclopedia of Southern Culture, which was 
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reviewed in all of the important national media as well as in many influential 
newspapers and periodicals in Europe. Compiled by the staff at the Center for the 
Study of Southern Culture of the University of Mississippi, the Encyclopedia was 
both informative and witty, and it has sold more than 50,000 copies in its cloth 
edition. 

Of special importance to North Carolinians was the publication of the Diction- 
ary of North Carolina Biography, edited by William S. Powell and generously 
supported by the North Carolina Society of the Cincinnati. Hundreds of persons 
researched and wrote entries for this six-volume work, which is justly regarded as 
the most substantial contribution to the study of North Carolina history to 
appear during the last three decades. 

Many individual volumes on the history of North Carolina and the South 
achieved both local and national distinction during this period. North Carolina 
Architecture by Catherine Bishir and Tim Buchman was adjudged by the New York 
Times as the best book of its kind on any American state—an endorsement 
seconded by a citation from the American Institute of Architects. Like a Family by 
Jacquelyn Hall, James Leloudis, Robert Korstad, Mary Murphy, Lu Ann Jones, 
and Christopher Daly, was—as a number of prizes confirmed—oral history at its 
best, recounting the lives of southern mill workers; while Daniel Singal’s The War 
Within was an exemplary history of the modernization of southern thought in 
the years between the world wars, praised in both the New York Times and the 
New York Review of Books and the recipient of several prizes, including the Cen- 
tennial Ralph Waldo Emerson Prize of Phi Beta Kappa. Within the Plantation 
Household by Elizabeth Fox-Genovese, also widely and favorably reviewed, was 
another strikingly original contribution to the history of the South. 

Nor was the natural history of North Carolina and its region neglected. The 
very successful Wild Flowers of North Carolina was complemented by the publica- 
tion of new, full-color field guides to the birds, reptiles and amphibians, mam- 
mals, and freshwater fishes of the state and area. 

Other similarly successful books were published for the edification and plea- 
sure of all North Carolinians, thus continuing the Press’s historic commitment to 
regional publishing. One such volume was Bill Neal’s Southern Cooking, to which 
the food editors of the New York Times and several national magazines devoted 
full-scale, appreciative reviews. Humor of a Country Lawyer by the much-loved 
senator Sam Ervin, Jr., was equally well received. Dozens of other Tar Heel vol- 
umes explored the state’s history, politics, geography, and folk arts, such as pot- 
tery and quiltmaking. 

Steadily, the Press increased the size and scope of its publishing program. 
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Annual booklists grew from twelve new titles in 1972 to more than ninety in 1995. 
Through the initiative of such gifted and energetic editors as Lewis Bateman, Paul 
Betz, Malcolm Call, Barbara Hanrahan, Iris Tillman Hill, Malcolm MacDonald, 
David Perry, and Kate Torrey, the Press published new scholarly books of high 
acclaim in American history, European and Latin American history and politics, 
classics, and, in association with the American Society for Legal History, the law; 
reestablished itself as a leading publisher of African American studies; and devel- 
oped superb lists in women’s studies and American studies. 

Space does not permit a long list of Press titles that have won praise in the na- 
tional and international scholarly communities. Perhaps a sampling that includes 
D. R. Shackleton Bailey’s masterful edition of Cicero’s Philippics, Annemarie 
Schimmel’s Mystical Dimensions of Islam, and Burnett Bolloten’s exhaustive and 
definitive Spanish Civil War will suffice to suggest the diversity and distinction of 
the Press’s broader accomplishments. 

One of the earliest publishers of books by and about African Americans, the 
UNC Press had issued a hundred such volumes by 1950, including the first books 
of such notable scholars as Benjamin Quarles, Rayford Logan, and John Hope 
Franklin. From 1972 to 1996, the Press published numerous monographs in this 
increasingly important area of study, including The Black Abolitionist Papers, a 
five-volume work under the editorship of C. Peter Ripley. 

The Press was also one of the first to recognize the importance of the emerging 
field of women’s studies. In the 1970s, it took an early lead in publishing feminist 
works. Today, its Gender and American Culture series, under the general editor- 
ship of Linda K. Kerber and Nell Irvin Painter, is regarded as a model of its kind. 

During the 1940s and 1950s, North Carolina became an important publisher of 
musicology with William Newman’s definitive History of the Sonata. The next 
twenty years saw this reputation strengthened by the appearance of Howard 
Smither’s widely acclaimed three-volume History of the Oratorio, which received 
the ASCAP—Deems Taylor Award. 

Since its inception, the Press has published a number of successful books on 
the American Civil War. During the 1980s, stimulated by a resurgence of public 
interest, a more systematic effort was made to find and publish manuscripts on 
this great conflict. Under the guidance of Gary Gallagher, néw accounts of the 
battles of Gettysburg, Spotsylvania, Belmont, Cedar Mountain, and Pea Ridge 
were published, as were biographical studies of Lee, Burnside, Ben McCulloch, 
Joshua Chamberlain, Richard Taylor, and Gideon Pillow. These volumes were 
complemented by books on Civil War diplomacy, the Confederate Congress, the 
horrific Confederate prison at Andersonville, and the occupation of the South by 
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Union forces. All of the volumes thus far published in the new Civil War America 
series edited by Gallagher have enjoyed excellent sales and critical reviews and 
have made the Press, in the words of one reviewer, “the preeminent publisher of 
books on the Civil War? 

The rapid growth of the Press in the 1970s necessitated new and larger offices as 
well as a more'commodious warehouse. These were constructed with funds made 
available by the University, with matching gifts from the Z. Smith Reynolds 
Foundation of Winston-Salem and the Kresge Foundation of Troy, Michigan. In 
1980, the Press’s new office building was formally dedicated as Brooks Hall, in 
recognition of the early interest and support of the late Aubrey Lee Brooks of 
Greensboro and the members of his family. More efficiently housed, the Press 
staff worked even harder, generating additional sales that soon made its ware- 
house obsolete: A new, much larger building was erected, incorporating the latest 
systems of book storage and order fulfillment. 

Only ten years after its dedication, in early December of 1990, Brooks Hall was 
destroyed by an electrical fire. While many of the Press’s records and memorabilia 
were lost, vital materials relating to publications-in-progress were saved; and 
working from improvised quarters in its warehouse and from their respective 
homes, members of the Press staff were able to meet all of the previously adver- 
tised schedules for its forthcoming spring and summer books—save only one, 
which was delayed by less than a week. 

During this difficult period, the encouragement of other university presses, 
booksellers, the Press’s authors, and many friends in both academic and lay circles 
was a steady source of comfort to the staff. The Press leased adequate office space 
in July of 1991, and its staff worked in these temporary quarters until the rebuild- 
ing of Brooks Hall was completed in July of 1993. 


In 1972, on the initiative of Joyce Kachergis, then head of the production and 
design department, the UNC Press began to compose most of its books in house, 
making use of the latest technology. While other publishers had made tentative, 
partial use of new alternatives to traditional, hot-type composition of books and 
journals, North Carolina was the first to commit itself fully to the new process. 
The experiment enabled the Press to enjoy substantial savings over the costs of 
commercial vendors and also allowed the establishment of more precise schedul- 
ing, while maintaining better quality control. 

Within a short time, Chapel Hill became a center for disseminating informa- 
tion about technical advances in book publishing and received substantial grants 
from the Kresge Foundation, RJR Nabisco, NationsBank, and the National En- 
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dowment for the Humanities both to acquire new equipment and to present 
seminars that were attended by representatives of over forty publishers, both 
university presses and their commercial counterparts. 

Under the leadership of Richard Hendel, now regarded as one of the foremost 
production and design specialists in the industry, the Press continued to seek new 
ways to operate more efficiently and economically, as well as to publish in- 
creasingly well made and handsome volumes. Hendel’s success in these endeav- 
ors, and his consultancy to many other presses, was formally recognized by his 
receiving the 1994 Constituency Award from the Association of American Univer- 
sity Presses. 

Meanwhile, the Press sought to establish better internal systems for financial 
projections, control, and reporting. These needed changes were devised by the 
able and diligent John Rollins, now the controller of the Yale University Press, and 
have since been refined by his successor, Judith Bergman. This information has 
not only kept the Board of Governors of the Press and the appropriate officers of 
the University fully informed about the financial health of the enterprise but has 
also obviated the possibility of the kinds of crises that have afflicted (and even 
terminated) many university presses during the past twenty-five years. Mention 
should be made here of the exemplary performance of Roy Alexander, who 
recently celebrated his thirtieth year as the Press’s chief accountant. 

Special recognition is also due the Press editors-in-chief, all of whom subse- 
quently became the directors of university presses or important centers of re- 
search. The many awards received by Press books during the past twenty-five 
years is only one measure of their good judgment and hard work. 

The actual copyediting of manuscripts can be no easy task. More often than 
not, a scholarly manuscript, in its pristine form, is longer than it should be; and 
jargon, rather than simple English, is too often used in a number of academic 
disciplines. While the advice of peer reviewers usually persuades an author to 
reduce (rarely to expand) the length of his or her manuscript, it is the editor of a 
publishing house who makes the work more readable. No matter the tactfulness 
of copyeditors, authors often resent any changes in their work. It is greatly to the 
credit of Gwen Duffey, Sandra Eisdorfer, and Ron Maner, successive managing 
editors of the Press—and to the copyeditors who have been their colleagues—that 
the Press’s relationship with its authors at this critical stage of bookmaking has 
been almost uniformly excellent and, indeed, in most instances, positively genial. 

No book is likely to be sold—or even noticed—without the ceaseless, often 
very creative work of a publisher’s marketing and publicity personnel. Johanna 
Grimes, and more recently, Kathleen Ketterman, aided by excellent colleagues, 
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prepared catalogues, publicity materials, advertisements, brochures, and book 
exhibits that were instrumental in the Press’s sales and growth. These efforts were 
supplemented by regular, personal visits to the chief media centers in New York 
and Washington, participation in the annual meetings of the American Book- 
sellers Association, and the work of the Press’s field sales representatives. 

Lastly, when books are ordered, they must be shipped—promptly and accu- 
rately. The order fulfillment department of the Press at Chapel Hill, headed by 
Carolyn Creek and later by Doris Goodwin, established an admirable reputation 
in the book trade. 

In this brief account, it is necessary to omit the names of many persons who 
played important roles in the Press’s development of an efficient, financially 
strong organization, with annual booklists of growing quality and appeal. The 
department heads named above will recognize—as does the author of this essay— 
the contributions of dozens of other talented men and women who performed 
their tasks in effective and often innovative ways, thus contributing to the growth 
of the Press as an organization marked by a sense of comity and purpose. 


Finally, it behooves me to express my personal appreciation to some of those 
helpful to the Press over the last twenty-five years. I owe my first thanks to the 
staff—past and present—for the growth both in size and excellence of the UNC 
Press. I am also deeply indebted to the many outstanding scholars and laypersons 
who comprised the Board of Governors of the Press; in large part, the success of 
the Press is the result of their wise guidance. Their counsel has been invaluable to 
meand to my successor. 

Presidents William C. Friday (whom I first knew as an undergraduate) and 
C. D. Spangler, Jr., were invariably supportive of the Press and its aspirations, 
reflecting the commitment of their great predecessor, Frank Porter Graham. 

Everyone working to explore the history and culture of North Carolina and its 
people has received generous help from such persons as the late George London 
and Vermont Royster, Archie Davis, and Frank Borden Hanes, and the Press was 
no exception. 

I thank them and all others whose good will has been manifest over more than 
two decades. 

By 1996, Press sales were nearly fifteen times what they had been in 1975. Nearly 
1,300 of the Press’s more than 3,000 titles are still in print. The Press is free of debt, 
and its endowment has grown to more than $7 million, one of the largest of any 
university press. Staff salaries, once embarrassingly low, are now competitive and 
should continue to be so.

Over the years, many North Carolinians sought the technical assistance of the 
Press toward the publication of institutional and county histories and other 
manuscripts not within the Press’s established publishing programs. As a part ofa 
publicly supported university, the Press believes that it has an obligation to assist 
citizens of our state in the realization of their publications. In some years, the 
Press lent its advice and expertise to a dozen of these laudable projects. 

The writer served as director of the UNC Press from 1970 to 1992. He was 
succeeded by Kate Douglas Torrey, then the Press’s editor-in-chief, who brought 
to the Press fresh insights, vitality, and enterprise. Endowed as the Press is with an 
unusually stable and gifted organization, I think it probable that the fourth 
quarter of its first century will be its most important to the university, the state, 
and the broader scholarly community.

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Organization of the Catalog 


The catalog itself is comprised of three lists of UNC Press books—arranged by 
author, by title, and by subject—and is supplemented by lists of series and jour- 
nals published by the Press and a list of awards won by Press books since 1969. . 

The primary list for locating information on a book is the author list. Here we 
provide the full name of the author(s) and/or editor(s), additional information 
about translators, illustrators, foreword writers, etc., as warranted, and the com- 
plete title and subtitle of the book. For books with multiple authors or editors, 
the main entry appears under the name of the first author/editor, with cross- 
references at the names of the others. Cross-references are generally provided for 
translators and editors (when a book has both an author and an editor) but not 
for illustrators, authors of forewords, etc. When a person has, in addition to 
writing a book of his or her own, coauthored a book for which someone else is 
listed as the first author, a cross-reference to the jointly authored book appears 
after the entry for any and all books individually authored by that person. 

Following the author and title, each entry provides useful bibliographic infor- 
mation: the series (if any) of which the book is a part, the number of pages, 
“illus.” for books that contain illustrations, and “oversized” for books whose trim 
size exceeds approximately 6” X 9”. Finally we indicate whether the book was 
published in cloth or paper (or both), give the issn, and note the year of publica- 
tion. The designation “op” (out of print) follows the publication date for any 
edition that is no longer in print. When bibliographic details differ in’ editions 
subsequent to the first for any book, the differences are noted for the new edi- 
tion(s). A brief description of its content concludes the entry for each book. 

All information in regard to existing editions, out-of-print status, etc., is accu- 
rate, to the best of our knowledge, as of 1 April 1997, with projections made to take 
into account all of the books to be published as part of the Fall/Winter 1997 list. 
Not surprisingly, for a few of the Press’s early publications (including some that 
were actually published before 1922, as a result of the Press’s having taken over 
preexisting publication series such as the James Sprunt Studies and the McNair 
Lectures) details ate occasionally sketchy or unavailable. This is particularly true 
in regard to IsBNs, which, years later, were assigned ex post facto to the Press’s 
prior publications. Such lacunae are very rare, but in instances where a particular 
detail cannot be ascertained, it is simply omitted without comment. 

Separated from the other entries in the author list, and appearing under 
subheads of their own at its end, are books published as part of three long- 
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standing and distinguished series fostered by the language departments of the 
University: the North Carolina Studies in the Romance Languages and Litera- 
tures, the University of North Carolina Studies in Comparative Literature, and 
the University of North Carolina Studies in the Germanic Languages and Litera- 
tures. Complete bibliographic information is provided for all of these titles, but 
brief descriptions are not included. 

The title and subject lists are much briefer compilations, intended to guide 
readers to the full information in the author list. The title list is a straightforward 
listing of all books arranged alphabetically by title. In addition to the title, the 
only information it provides on each book is the name of the author(s) or 
editor(s). Books published as part of the three language series noted above appear 
under their own subheads at the end of this list, as they do in the author list. 

The subject list provides the publication date as well as the title and author or 
editor for each book. The books are arranged alphabetically by title under each 
heading in the list. An outline of the subject classifications used appears at the 
beginning of the list, and cross-references among subjects appear within the list 
itself to aid readers in locating books related to their interests. Interdisciplinary 
books often appear under more than one heading, but readers should look under 
related topics to ensure that they find all of the Press’s titles in any given area of 
interest. 

The lists of series, journals, and awards speak for themselves. The series and 
journals shown represent those published by the Press as of 1 April 1997. The 
awards list too reflects honors bestowed on Press books from 1969 up until April 
1997.

The 
freezing of tobacco growing brought pros- 
perity to the growers but little benefit to the 
small and tenant farmer. Given the problems 
that affected both AAA policymaking and im- 
plementation, the New Deal’s choice lay not 


between a limited or a radical program but 
between the limited program or none at all. 

Bailey, Fred Arthur. Class and Tennessee’s 

Confederate Generation. rwMs. 216 pp. Cloth,

This unique study of a generation of Tennessee 
soldiers contrasts in detail the lifestyles and 
class attitudes of the nineteenth-century South.

Barker 
shows that economic, political, demographic, 
and behavioral factors led to chronic friction 
between the two countries and contributed to 
the buildup of an ideology of intervention.

Although the 
most important are the Old Master paintings, 
also significant are the collections in nine- 
teenth- and twentieth-century, Greek, Roman, 
Egyptian, African, Oceanic, New World, and 
North Carolina art.

rural regions of these three countries. His 
book reports on his findings concerning the 
life and business among the farm populations 
of these countries.

This study deals with the story of how Den- 
mark came to be the richest farm state in the 
world, how farm prosperity enriches the Dan- 
ish cities, and what Denmark has to teach us 
in North Carolina.

Here is the story of Afro-American achieve- 
ment in the United States from the days of 
slave ships down to the present time.

In preparing 
the biographical and critical sketches, the edi- 
‘tor has shown rare judgment in selecting perti- 
nent and complete facts about the writers rep- 
resented here. 


Brearley, H. C. Homicide in the United States.

This study is the report of a series of original 
investigations into the extent and causes of 
homicide in relation to such factors as climate, 
face, population, and law enforcement. The 
monograph features a critical summary of the 
significant information concerning homicide 
and presents the first published rates for each 
country and city in the registration area. 


Bredahl, A. Carl, Jr. New Ground: Western 


American Narrative and the Literary Canon. 
208 pp. Cloth, 1sBN 0-8078-1854-2, 1989. 

This original study offers a provocative argu- 
ment for expansion of the American literary 
canon. Bredahl argues that the critical tradi- 
tion has often neglected the literature of the 
American Midwest and West because this liter- 
ature does not share eastern assumptions 
about space. He first considers the defining 
characteristics of the established canon, 
mainly composed of works by eastern authors. 
Central to the eastern imagination, he shows, 
is the act of intellectually and narratively en- 
closing the wilderness, an act that reveals a 
fundamental distrust of space. In contrast, the 
western imagination, confronting an environ- 
ment of extravagant proportions in size, 
weather, and configuration, has had to discard 
assumptions of enclosing landscape. The au- 
thor provides readings of several major pieces 
of western narrative that are not often exam- 
ined, including works by Mary. Austin, Walter 
Clark, Wright Morris, and Ivan Doig. A final 
chapter extends the argument to the medium 


of film, contrasting the work of John Ford to 
that of Sam Peckinpah.

In this first analysis in English of the relation- 
ship of the German Social Democratic party to 
the Weimar Republic, Breitman stresses the 
party’s conflicting loyalties to both Marxist tra- 
ditions and democratic principles. He explains 
how and why an evolutionary socialist strategy 
failed to promote or to prevent the rise of Naz- 
ism. The nonsocialist parties showed no inter- 
est in meeting the SPD halfway, and there was 
internal dissent over coalition with other 
parties.

Having tasted the bitter fruits of tyranny 
concentrated in the hands of one man and his 
family, the makers of the constitution pro- 
vided against a recurrence of such evil.

Brennan describes how conservative Ameri- 
cans from a variety of backgrounds, feeling 
disfranchised and ignored, joined forces and 
by 1968 had gained enough power within the 
Republican Party to play the decisive role in 
determining the party’s presidential nominee. 
She shows that the political lessons conserva- 
tives had learned in the preceding thirty years 
laid the groundwork for Ronald Reagan’s pres- 
idential victory in 1980.

This illustrated story of America’s first archi- 
tect is based on material from a number of 
contemporary sources in the colonial period.

In this analysis of human capital and the ef- 
fects of its regional migration, Colberg defines 
such capital as that segment of the population 
in which substantial investment has been 
made, primarily by means of education, and 
thus distinguishes it from labor, which is con- 
sidered the relatively unskilled segment. 

Colbert, Charles. A Measure of Perfection: 
Phrenology and the Fine Arts in America. csus..

A young 
American, capable of sensing the nature of the 
English reaction and the bright unreality of 
natural beauty threatened by bombs, records 
here in verse what England was thinking and 
doing in August 1939.

The author has 
made use of much previously unpublished 
material from old court records; he has drawn 
extensively from newspaper accounts of occur- 
rences in the state and elsewhere; and he has 
incorporated data received from interviews 
with former slaves and from his own family 
records and collection of Kentuckiana.

The niece of Mrs. Sarah Siddons, Fanny Kem- 
ble was a woman of unusual talent, intellect, 
and versatility: poet, dramatist, novelist, critic, 
musician, actress, and dramatic reader. To 
Americans. she is particularly interesting for 
her popularizing of Shakespeare from the sea- 
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board to the frontier and for her keen com- 
ments, in both letters and diaries, on the 
American scene in the momentous decades 
leading up to the Civil War.

Only when this 
has been changed will a fundamental improve- 
ment in higher education be possible.

The authors of this study deplore the present 
gulf that lies between the creative writer and 
the scholar. In five stimulating essays on let- 
ters, language, literary history, criticism, and 
imaginative writing, they challenge our pre- 
vyailing pedantries and offer a program for re~ 
vitalizing literary scholarship in the univer- 
sities. Authoritative and brilliantly written,

biography.

This book recreates with 
scrupulous detail the Moravian celebration in 
Salem. The reconstruction of the music, and 
the circumstances leading up to it, offer some 
of the interest and elements of a detective story 
in the search for clues and “missing links.”

Although the upheavals of 
1689 were sparked by local grievances, there 
were also general causes for the repudiation of 
Stuart authority.

He shows that this 
reorganization had a direct impact on the de-

Like the state itself, North Carolina’s ghost sto- 
ries have infinite variety.

Except for the ghosts 
themselves, the stories are notably realistic and 
have a marked North Carolina flavor. The sto- 
ries are told objectively—as they seemed to the 
people who saw the ghosts or read the signs.

Combining ethnography with historical and 
political economic analysis, Harding shows 
how the people of this Spanish village re- 
fashioned themselves and their society under 
Franco’s.regime.

This, com- 
bined with slaveowners’ reluctance to help 
slaves acculturate to white culture, allowed 
slaves to retain significant elements of their 
heritage and a degree of cultural autonomy.

Using the Tennessee antievolution “Monkey 
Law,” authored bya local legislator, as a mea- 
sure of how conservatives successfully resisted, 
co-opted, or ignored reform efforts, Keith ex- 
plores conflicts over the meaning and cost of 
progress in Tennessee’s Upper Cumberland 
from 1890 to 1925. She shows that religion 
played a major role in the adjustment to mod- 
ernity and that local people united to support 
the antievolution law as a way of confirming 
their traditional religious values in the face of 
cultural, economic, and political change.

Black Neighbors: Race 
and the Limits of Reform in the American 
Settlement House Movement, 1890-1945.

Lasch-Quinn analyzes the reluctance of the set- 
tlement house movement in the years 1890- 
1945 to extend its programs to African Ameri- 
can communities, which, she argues, were 
assisted instead by a variety of alternative orga- 
nizations. By placing community work con- 
ducted by the YWCA, black women’s clubs, 
religious missions, southern industrial schools, 
and other organizations within the settlement 
tradition, she highlights their significance as 
well as the mainstream, movement’s failure to 
recognize the potential of alliances with these 
groups.

This book uses official documents and per- 
sonal memoirs to explore the lack of freedom. 
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from which so many of the inhabitants of the 
region have suffered. It is a monumental study 
of bondage in Southeast Asia and what is cur- 
rently being done on national and interna- 
tional levels to improve the situation.

The failure of social justice in the Western 
world under democracy and capitalism inev- 
itably brings threats of serious social conflict, 
of bloody revolution, and of complete chaos or 
dictatorship. The United States is the scene 
of the greatest success of capitalism and, in 
Laski’s opinion, also the scene of the greatest 
failure of democracy. He weighs the chances 
for a more successful democracy and a greater 
measure of social justice.

Maria was so moved by the letter that she set to 
work on a novel to make amends, and Har- 
rington was published in 1817. The literary ex- 
change that resulted grew into a friendship 
that lasted until Rachel’s death in 1838, and the 
families continued to correspond until 1942.

Placing 
these changes within the larger context of cap- 
italist development in the North and the aboli- 
tion of slavery elsewhere in the Americas, he 
illuminates the complex interplay between 
global economic developments and the lives of 
ordinary southerners, black and white.

Eighty-two percent. of German boys and girls 
between the ages of ten and eighteén belonged 
to the Hitler Youth, and they were recognized 
by the SS as a source of future recruits to their 
own ranks. Rempel examines the special rela- 
tionship that existed between these two youth- 
ful and dynamic branches of the National 
Socialist movement and concludes that the 
coalition gave nazism much of its passionate 
energy and contributed greatly to its initial po- 
litical and military success.

This book reproduces more than a hundred 
aquatints, engravings, and lithographs— 
mostly in full color—of the U.S. capital from 
the 1790s to 1990.

Reynolds expands on the 
theory that election reform laws introduced 
during the Progressive Era account for these 
changes and weighs the effects of these laws 
against the new notions of governance and the 
emergence of mass communications.

Questions concerning land tenure are dis- 
cussed in this analysis of policies developed in 
recent years. The topics discussed include pub- 
lic control ‘over land, the legal background, 
land inheritance, tenure of forest land, farm 
credit, and farm tenancy policy.

Spitsbergen, Judith M. Seacoast.Life: An 
Ecological Guide to Natural Seashore 
Communities in North Carolina. Illustrations

State Museum of Natural History in 
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association with Hampton Mariners Museum. 
114 pp., illus. Paper, 1sBN 0-8078-4109-9, 1983. 
Designed primarily for field study, this book 
introduces the variety of species living in our 
diverse coastal setting, from sand dunes to salt 
marshes. Among the organisms identified are 
salt meadow hay, comb jellies, pipe fish, ghost 
crabs, sea cucumbers, and black skimmers. For 
each habitat, this study explains how organ- 
isms adapt to specific surroundings, describ- 
ing how the various communities develop 
there, and aids in the identification of the most 
common species. 

Spitzer, Alan B. Historical Truth and Lies about 
the Past: Reflections on Dewey, Dreyfus, de 
Man, and Reagan. 174 pp. Cloth, 1sBn 0-8078- 
2289-2, 1996; paper, ISBN 0-8078-4598-1, 1996. 
Presenting case studies of four politically 
charged debates about the past—concerning 
John Dewey, the Dreyfus Affair, Paul de Man, 
and Ronald Reagan—Spitzer examines the 
ways in which the authority. of “objective” cri- 
teria for historical judgment are introduced in 
politicized disputes about the past, regardless 
of the theoretical qualification or repudiation 
of such standards.

According to Sprague, doubling in Lessing’s 
novels is a perfect correlative for the complex- 
ity and contradiction Lessing perceives as cen- 
tral to the private and collective human expe- 
rience. Her doubles and multiples not only 
indicate the fracturing or the formation of 
identity but they also are among the seyeral 
strategies used to project complex private and 
societal concerns. This study of Lessing’s di- 
alectical imagination extends and revises ear- 
lier feminist approaches.

This study of inheritance among the English 
gentry and aristocracy in the years 1300-1800 
recasts both the history of real property law 
and the history of the family. Spring finds that 
‘one of the principal features of upper-class real 
property inheritance was the exclusion of fe- 
males. This exclusion was accomplished by le- 
gal devices designed to nullify-the common 


law rules of inheritance under which—had 
they prevailed—4o percent of English land 
would have been inherited or held by women. 
Spruill, Julia Cherry. Women’s Life and Work in 
the Southern.Colonies. 436 pp. Cloth, 1sBN o- 
8078-0273-5, 1938 OP. 

This volume covers the period from 1608 to 
the Revolutionary War and is a mass of rich 
and delightful detail from the description of 
Sarah Willoughby’s seven petticoats to Frances 
Custis’s stinging remarks when her. husband 
drove their carriage into Chesapeake Bay. As 
well as being housewives, women of the time 
were teachers, preachers, actresses, artisans, 
printers, and indentured servants. A number 
of women even owned and managed large 
plantations. 

Squier, Susan Merrill. Virginia Woolf and 
London: The Sexual Politics of the City. 232 pp. 
illus. Cloth, issn 0-8078-1637-x, 1985. 
Through readings of the early and mature es- 
says and Woolf’s memoirs, Squier shows that 
Woolf’s treatment of London reflects her de- 
veloping analysis of women’s position in an 
oppressive society and the relationship be- 
tween sexism and war. The concluding chapter 
explores the emotional and artistic centrality 
of London to Woolf’s life and art, as revealed 
in her reaction to the devastation of London in 
the bombings of World War II.

Stabb, Martin S. In Quest of Identity: Patterns 
in the Spanish American Essay of Ideas, 1890—

This book examines an important type of 
Spanish-American essay—one that deals with 
the problems of a developing civilization—and 
places its focus on the history of ideas rather 
than on literature per se, pointing up the 
hemispheric pattern of intellectual develop- 
ment in most of the major Spanish-American 
countries and revealing a general pattern in 
cultural development.

Combining archaeological, epigraphical, and 
historical analysis, Stadter studies the literary 
and historical aspects of Plutarch’s biography 
of Pericles, which is included here in Greek in 
its entirety. Pericles ruled Athens between 441 
and 430 B.c., a period of extraordinary politi- 
cal and intellectual achievement.

In this collection of nine essays, a group of 
internationally known classicists examine from 
a variety of viewpoints the speeches that Thu- 
cydides inserted into the history of the Pel- 
oponnesian War.

Stafford introduces the rich interpretive possi- 
bilities in a contextual analysis of literature. He 
finds in Moby Dick, The Wings of the Dove, and 
Absalom, Absalom! three symbolic Americas 
linked through images of whiteness that are 
collectively prophetic. Three novels of the 1920s 
(by Faulkner, Hemingway, and Fitzgerald) are 
linked by themes of innocence; three of the 
1970s (by Bellow, Malamud, and Updike), by 
black-white pairs. His flexible method also ex- 
amines film. 

Stanard, Beverly. Letters of a New Market 

Cadet: Beverly Stanard. Edited by John G. 
Barrett and Robert K. Turner Jr. 96 pp. Cloth, 
ISBN 0-8078-0814-8, 1961 OP. 
This is a volume of letters written by a Virginia 
Military Institute cadet, who fought and died 
in the Battle of New Market. The letters convey 
a vivid sense of cadet life in wartime, and they 
breathe “the spirit of Virginia Military Insti- 
tute” that has become a part of the patriotic 
tradition of this country. 

Stanford, Donald E. See Taylor, Edward. 

Stapleton, Laurence. Justice and World Society.

This book explores the universal ideal of jus- 
tice, known to many generations as “the laws 
of nature.” The universal ideal of justice was 
conceived with insufficient realism when it 
was thought to furnish a law known to all,

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rather than a standard for justice. The book 
argues not for a revival of the law of nature but 
for a renewal of belief in the universality of 
justice. 

Starbuck, Victor S. Saul, King of Israel. 300 pp.

This is the story of the problems and. tempta- 
tions confronting a great leader. Retelling the 
Bible story in twelve movements, or episodes, 
the author has created a symphonic poem. In 
telling Saul’s story, he has followed the King 
James version with surprising closeness and 
presents a beautiful and powerful handling of 
a.great story. 

Stark, Gary D. Entrepreneurs of Ideology: 
Neoconservative Publishers in Germany, 1880— 
1933. 339 pp. Cloth, IsBN 0-8078-1452-0, 1981. 
Stark examines the importance of publishers 
and the book industry in the rise of twentieth- 
century Germany’s radical right-wing cultural 
movements. He shows that these men thought 
that their professional “calling” conferred 
upon them the right and responsibility to 
provide guidance for the German nation. 
The book industry created new currents of 
thought, fused them into a coherent ideologi- 
cal system, and spread this system to a wide 
audience. 

Starke, Aubrey Harrison. Sidney Lanier: A 
Biographical and Critical Study. 542 pp. Cloth, 
ISBN 0-8078-0135-6, 1933 OP. 

In the biography of Sidney Lanier there is little 
radically new to be learned though the author 
has located a number of previously unpub- 
lished letters and neglected sources of infor- 
mation. The emphasis is primarily one of in- 
terpreting what is known, of looking freshly at 
long-accepted opinions. This study is. par- 
ticularly strong in its detailed. critical examina- 
tion of the less well known works of Lanier. 
Starnes, DeWitt T., and Gertrude E. Noyes. 
The English Dictionary from Cawdrey to 
Johnson, 1604-1755. 336 pp. Cloth, 1sBN o- 
8078-0471-1, 1946 OP. 

Between 1604, when Cawdrey published his 
Table Alphabeticall, and 1755, the year of John- 
son’s monumental work, there appeared no 
less than twenty English dictionaries. In this 
book the authors provide a complete history, 
as far as possible, of each of these.and thus give 
a systematic historical account. of the evolution 
of the English dictionary during the first 150 
years of its existence. 

Starnes, DeWitt T., and Ernest William 
Talbert. Classical Myth and Legend in 
Renaissance Dictionaries: A Study of 
Renaissance Dictionaries in Their Relation to 
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the Classical Learning of Contemporary English 
Writers. 528 pp., illus. Cloth, tsBn 0-8078- 
0688-9, 1955 OP. 

This study indicates how extensively ancient 
mythology, biography, and legend were epito- 
mized in Renaissance reference books, espe- 
cially in Latin proper-name dictionaries and in 
Latin-English dictionaries. The basic lexicons 
by Charles and Robert Stephanus, Calepine, 
and Cooper were used in the schools and pre- 
sumably by the literate public as well. It is not 
surprising, then, that writers of the English 
Renaissance show their familiarity with these 
useful books. 


Steadman, John M. Milton’s Epic Characters:

This volume explores the intellectual back- 
ground of Paradise Lost, with particular em- 
phasis on problems of characterization. “Char- 
acter is fate,” but it is also moral choice; and the 
nature of that choice plays a determining role 
in Milton’s epic action. To analyze the principal 
actors in his epic, one must see them in their 
proper context, in the light of the Renaissance 
ideas. of the heroic Ethos and Milton’s own 
practice elsewhere—in Paradise Regained and 
Samson Agonistes.

Fuller attempted to influence readers by pro- 
moting psychological myths that functioned 
as ontological paradigms.

Although a rela- 
tively small religious, community, the Ameri- 
can Moravians used vocal music with accom- 
paniment in their church services, and the 
music they wrote or performed was the finest 
in America during the eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries. This collection includes 
many holographs and unique compositions.

Frustrated by the lifeless drawings in the 
best available fish guides, he set out to show 
the full and often dazzling colors of the live 
fish. An ardent conservationist, he was instru- 


mental in establishing the Cape Hatteras Na- 
tional Seashore and the Virgin Islands Na- 
tional Park.

It will serve to orient 
the social worker to those larger aspects of the 
field which might be obscured by the more 
immediate consideration of specific problems.

Walker recounts the history of the Caswell 
Training School, an African American school 
in rural North Carolina that faced enormous 
obstacles to stay open, operating from 1934 to 
1969. She shows that the school placed the 
needs of the African American students at the 
center of its mission, which was in turn shared 
by the community. The result was a nurturing 
educational environment in spite of the in- 
justices of segregation. 


Walker, William O., III. Opium and Foreign 


Policy: The Anglo-American Search for Order in 
Asia, 1912-1954. 364 pp. Cloth, issn 0-8078- 
1970-0, 1991. 

Walker traces British and American attempts 
to control the Asian opium trade from the fall 
of the Manchu dynasty in China in 1912 to the 
French withdrawal from Indochina in 1954. 
Analyzing the moral, cultural, economic, po- 
litical, diplomatic, and security aspects of drug 
control during this period, he argues that the 
fight against opium played a significant role in 
Anglo-American relations and interests in the 
region.
